AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE   THE   RIDEAU   CLUB 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  OTTAWA. 

{Assented  to  \Hth  September,  18G5.) 

WHEREAS  the  perssons  hereinafter  named,  with  a 
large  number  of  otliers  m  C^uebec  and  elsewhere 
in  the  Province  of  Canada,  have  associated  themselves 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Club  for  social  purposes,  and 
whereas  certain  t)f  the  said  hereinafter  named  persons 
h.'ive  prayed  to  be  incorporated  bj'  the  name  of  the 
•'Rideau  Chib/'  of  the  City  of  Ottawa,  and  it  is  expedi- 
ent to  grant  their  prayer.  Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
(Jouncil  and  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  as  loUows  : —

Gzowski,  H.  V.  Noel  and  William  Petrie,  Esquires,  the 
Honorable  John  Rose  and  such  other  persons  as  now 
are:  or  hereafter  shall  become  members  of  the  said  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body 
l)olivic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  name,  by  the  nar.ie 
of  the  "Rideau  Club,"  and  shall  by  the  same  name, 
from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  be  able 
und  capable  to  purchase,  acquire,  hold,  possess  and 
enjoy,  and  to  have,  take  and  receive  to  them  and  their 
successors,  to  and  for  the  actual  occupation  of  the  said 
Corporation,  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and 
real  and  immovable  property  and  estate,  situate,  lying 
and  being  within  theCityof  Ottawa,  and  the  same  to  sell, 
alienate  and  dispose  of  whensoever  the  said  Corporation 
deems  it  proper  so  to  do ;  and  the  constitution,  rules  and 
regulations  now  in  force  touching  the  admission  and 
expulsion  of  members  and  the  management  and  con- 
duct generally  of  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said 
Association,  in  so  far  as  they  may  not  be  inconsistent 
with  thf"  laws  of  this  Province,  shall  be  the  constitution, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  Corporation  :  provided 
always,  that  the  said  Corporation  may,  from  time  to 
time,  alter,  repeal  and  change  such  constitution,  rules 
and  regulations  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  constitu- 
tion, rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  Corporation. 

2.  All  property  and  effects  now  owned  by  or  held  in 
trust  for  the  said  Association  are  hereby  vested  in  the 
said  Corporation,  and  shall  be  applied  solely  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  said  Corporation. 


3,  No  member  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  liable  for 
any  of  the  debts  thereof  beyond  a  sum  which  shall  be 


ecjual  to  the  amount  of  the  original  entrance  fee  and  the 
annual  subscriptions  which  may  remain  unpaid  by  such 
member;  and  any  member  of  the  Club,  not  being  in 
arrear,  may  retire  therefrom,  and  shall  cease  to  be  sucli 
member,  on  giving  notice  to  that  effect  in  such  form  as 
may  be  required  by  the  by-laws  thereof,  and  hereafter 
shall  be  wholly  free  from  liability  for  any  debt  or  engage- 
ment of  the  Club. 


AMENDMENT  BY  53  VIC.  (ONT.,  CAP.  99.) 

{Assented  to  April,  1889.) 

2.  The  Rideau  Club  may  execute  and  issue  debentures 
for  the  sum  of  $35,000  in  such  sums  not  less  than  $100 
each,  at  such  rate  of  interest,  and  redeemable  at  such 
times  and  places,  as  they  may  determine,  and  from  time 
to  time  may  renew  the  same  or  issue  new  debentures  in 
their  place  or  stead,  at  such  other  rate  of  interest  as  they 
may  determine. 

3.  The  said  debentures  and  all  issues  thereof  shall, 
without  registration  or  formal  conveyance,  be  taken 
and  considered  to  be  charges  upon  the  real  property  of 
the  said  Corporation,  or  any  freehold  interest  held  in 
real  property  by  the  said  Corporation,  as  hereinafter 
specified  ;  and  each  holder  of  any  of  the  said  debentures 
issued  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  mort- 
gagee and  incumbrancer  pro  rata  with  the  otlier  holders 
thereof  upon  any  such  interest  in  all  and  singular  that 
certain  parcel  and  tract  of  land  and  premises  situate, 
lying  and  being  in  the  City  of  Ottawa,  in  the  County  of 
Carleton,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  Dominion  of 
Canada,  being  composed  of  part  of  town  lot  number 
twenty-one  on  the  south  side  of  Wellington  street,  in 
the  City  of  Ottawa  aforesaid,  the  said  lot  numbering 
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eastward  towanls  the  Rid^'au  Canal,  sixty-six  ft'ct  front- 
age on  Weiiin;;t(>n  street  l)y  sixty  feet  •  n  Metcalf*^ 
street;  and  also  upon  any  sucli  interest  in  a  policy  or 
policies  of  insurance  for  the  full  aniount  of  the  deben- 
tures issued  under  this  section,  to  be  etTected  upon  the 
buildings  on  the  said  property. 

4.  The  interest  of  the  debentures  to  be  issued  under 
section  2  of  this  zVct  shall  l>e  a  lirst  charge  U])on  the 
entrance  fees  from  new  members  entering  the  Rideau 
Club,  and  it  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  in  each 
year  out  of  the  sai<l  entranci^  fees,  in  so  far  as  the  same 
shall  extend,  to  i)ay  tlie  whole  interest  falling  due  in 
each  year. 

5.  The  Kideau  Clul>  may  borrow  upon  the  credit  of 
the  Club,  by  the  issue  of  further  debentures  or  other- 
wise, a  furtlier  amount  not  exceeding  $15,000,  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  del)entures  iti  section  2  of  this  Act  mentioned, 
may  liy])othecate,  ])ledge  or  mortgage  the  real  or  per- 
sonal proi)erty  of  the  Clul)  to  secure  any  sum  or  sums  of 
money  ho  borrowed,  at  such  rate  of  interest  and  on  sucii 
terms  as  may  fjom  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon. 

G.  The  Rideau  Club  shall  also  have  power  to  draw, 
make,  accept  and  endorse  all  bills  of  exchange  and  pro- 
missory notes  necessary  fin*  the  ])urposes  of  tlie  Club, 
under  the  hands  of  their  President  and  Secretary,  after 
authority  from  the  Coumiittee  of  the  Club  so  to  do,  and 
in  no  case  shall  it  be  necessary  that  the  seal  of  the  Club 
be  aftixed  to  any  such  note  or  bill,  nor  shall  the  Presi- 
dent or  Secretary  be  individually  responsible  therefor : 
provided  that  nothing  lierein  shall  be  construed  to  au- 
thorize the  Clul)  to  issue  notes  or  bills  of  exchange  pay- 
able to  bearer,  or  intended  to  be  circulated  as  money,  or 
as  notes  or  bills  of  a  bank. 

7.  The  moneys  authorized  to  be  raised  by  debentures 
under  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  this  Act  shall  be 
applied  exclusively  in  the  purchase,  improvement  or 


crcH'tion  of  a  Cliil)  house  and  dopcndencit's  tluTfon,  or 
for  tlic  fmrchase  of  any  frecliold  interest  therein,  and  in 
the  payment  of  any  mortgage  or  ehar^e  thereon,  and 
for  the  redemption  of  tlie  said  dehentures  and  any 
re-issues  as  thev  beccnne  due  resjiectively  from  time  t 
time,  and  at  ail  times.

8.  Notwitlistandinff  anything  hereinbefore  contained 
the  Rideau  Chih  shall  have  j)oNver  to  rent  any  portions 
of  the  real  estate  held  >)y  the  said  ('orp(»ration  upon  such 
terms  and  for  such  per-od  as  may  be  agreed  upon.

ARTICLES  OF  CONSTITUTION. 


I. — Politics  and  religious  questions  of  every  kind  shall  Politics  and 
be  absolutely  excluded  from   open  discussion    in    tlie  Religion. 
Club. 

II. — Every  candidate  for   membership   shall   be  pro-  Election  of 
posed  by  one  ordinary  member  and  seconded  by  another,  Camiidates 
by  a  proposal  in  writing,  to  be  inserted  in  the  Book  of  ^^'  ^'aiiot. 
Candidates,  stating  the  candidate's  name,  place  of  resi- 
dence and  addition,  profession  or  calling,  which  pro- 
posal shall  be  signed  by  the  proposer  and  seconder.     A 
notice,  dated  and  signed  by  the  Secretary,  of  such  nomi- 
tion  shall,  on  the  eighth  day  before  the  ballot  herein- 
after mentioned,  be  put  upon  the  notice  board  of  the 
Club,  containing  the  name,  residence  and  addition,  pro- 
fession or  calling  of  said  candidate,  together  with  the 
names  of  his  proposer  and  seconder,  and  the   day  on 
which  the  ballot  is  to  take  place.     The  election  shall  be  Rules  of 
by  ballot  of  the  members  qualified  to  vote.     A  notice  to  ^^^lot- 
the  effect  that  the  ballot  is  open  is  to  be  put  on  the 
board  by  the  Secretary  immediately  before  the  ballot 
opens.     The  ballot  shall  be  secret,  and  be  held  between 
the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  9  p.m.,  on  the  first  and  third 
Tuesday  in  each  month.      Each  member  voting  shall 
write  his  name  in  the  Ballot  Book  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  shall  receive  from  the  Secretary  or  other  per- 
son placed  in  charge  thereof  by  the  Committee  a  voting 
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Failure  of 
l)allot. 


paper.  On  receiving  such  paper  the  member  voting 
shall  mark  the  same  by  making  one  cross  within  either 
division  headed  Yes  or  No,  and  shall  then  place  such 
voting  paper  in  the  ballot  box,  and  his  vote  shall  not  be 
counted  for  or  against  any  candidate  not  so  marked. 
The  box  shall  not  be  opened  during  the  continuance  of 
the  ballot,  and  at  the  expiration  thereof  it  shall  be  ex- 
amined by  the  Secretary  in  the  presence  of  tvro  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  as  scrutineers  (provided  neither 
of  them  is  either  proposer  or  seconder),  the  result  to  be 
entered  in  the  Book  of  Candidates  and  signed  by  the 
scrutineers.  Each  candidate  must  have  twenty-one 
votes  in  his  favor  to  effect  his  election,  and  one  negative 
in  every  ten  votes  of  the  total  votes  cast  shall  exclude 
the  candidate.  In  the  event  of  a  candidate  not  receiving 
the  required  number  of  votes,  or  if  through  any  irregu- 
larities occurring  in  the  ballot  it  shall  be  rendered  void, 
a  new  ballot  (known  as  the  second  ballot)  may,  if  desired 
by  the  proposer  and  seconder,  be  taken  in  like  manner 
in  seven  days  from  the  close  of  the  first  ballot ;  the 
notice  of  proposal  to  remain  on  the  board  during  that 
period,  with  a  new  notice  as  to  the  day  on  which  the 
new  ballot  is  to  be  taken.  Any  candidate  who  has  not 
obtained  the  required  number  of  votes  for  election  in 
the  two  ballots  shall  be  ineligible  to  be  proposed  again 
for  the  period  of  one  year,  and  any  candidate  who  has 
been  twice  negatived  shall  be  ineligible  for  further  pro- 
posal. 


New  Meni-  III.— On  tlie  election  of  each  new  member  the  Secre- 
'*®"'  tary  shall  notify  the  same  to  him  in  writing,  and  shall 

furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Rules, 
and  request  him  to  pay  his  entrance  fee  and  subscription 
for  the  current  year,  and  he  shall  not  be  considered  to 
be  a  member  of  tlie  Club  until  he  has  paid  such  sums. 

I^'subserf.!  I^"'— The  entrance  fee  shall  be  $100  and  the  annual 
tion  lor  Or-  subscription  $20,  the  latter  to  be  payable  in  advance  on 
dinary  Mem-  the  first  of  March  in  each  year.  The  subscription  of  new 
bers.  members  elected  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  shall 
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be  a  sum  equal  to  |2  per  month  or  portion  of  a  month 
until  the  first  day  of  March  following,  not  to  exceed  in 
all,  up  to  the  said  first  of  March,  $20. 

V. — Any  person  residing  beyond  one  hundred  miles 
from  Ottawa  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  a  Privileged 
member.  The  annual  sum  payable  by  such  Privileged 
member  shall  be  $25,  payable  in  advance  on  the  first  day 
of  March  in  each  year,  and,  if  elected  during  a  quarter, 
such  Privileged  member  shall  pay  the  full  proportion  of 
tliat  sum  from  the  first  day  of  the  quarter  thenceforth 
to  the  end  of  the  year.  Privileged  members  coming  to 
reside  within  one  hundred  miles  of  Ottawa  shall  cease 
to  be  Privileged  members  at  the  end  of  the  then  current 
year.  If  a  Privileged  member  withdraws  from  the  Club 
and  afterwards  desires  to  resume  membership  he  shall 
})e  subject  to  re-election  under  Article  II. 

VI. — Officers  in  Her  Majesty  Army  and  Navy  and  of  ^*'!'''*  '^^  )" 
the  Active  Militia,  while  on  service  or  full  pay  (except  ^^IH!-,  J^l^ 
those  officers  permanently  stationed  at  Ottawa),  shall  be 
eligible  as  Privileged  members  for  such  time  and  on  such 
terms  as  th    Committee  may  determine. 

VII. — Privileged  members  shall  enjoy  all  the  rights  of  ^J'^^'ts   of 
Ordinary  members,  except  those  of  attending  and  vot-  >i'|!,^,j'i','^^'!j'' 

ing  at  meetings  of  members  of  the  Club,  being  elected 

officers  or  members  of  a  Committee,  introducing  stran- 
gers or  visitors  under  Article  XI,  or  of  proposing  or 
voting  under  Article  II.  No  Privileged  member  shall 
have  any  interest  whatever  in  the  property  of  the  Club. 

VIII. — Any  stranger  not  a  resident  of  Ottawa  and  Montiiiy 
not  in  the  habit  of  visiting  Ottawa  periodically,  upon  the  ^i^'' '>t^r«- 
introduction  of  two  Ordinary  members  and  the  unanim- 
ous sanction  of  the  Committee,  may  be  admitted  to  all 
the  rights  of  a  Privileged  member  of  the  Club  upon  the 
payment  of  |5  for  any  period  under  one  month,  and  at 
the  same  rate  for  every  month  or  portion  of  a  month 
thereafter  that  the  Committee  may  permit   the  .con- 
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tinuance  of  the  privilege.  They  shall  be  denominated 
Monthly  members.  Senators  and  Members  of  Parlia- 
ment shall  be  ineligible  as  Monthly  members. 

IX. — Two  Ordinary  members  of  the  Club,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Committee,  may  sanction  the 
admission  of  any  person  not  a  resident  of  Ottawa  or 
within  five  miles  thereof  as  a  Visitor,  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  seven  days  ;  this  privilege  to  be  purely  per- 
sonal, and  not  to  entitle  such  Visitor  to  any  of  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Club  except  for  himself  alone,  and  not  to  be 
granted  to  the  same  person  more  than  once  in  three 
months  under  any  circumstances.  The  Secretary  shall 
forthwith  provide  such  Visitor  with  a  card,  and  such 
Visitor  shall  produce  the  same  to  the  Steward  when 
required,  otherwise  his  admission  shall  be  cancelled  by 
the  Committee.  The  Committee  may  at  any  time  limit 
the  number  of  Visitors  entitled  at  any  one  time  to  admis- 
sion under  this  Article,  and  may  also  limit  the  number 
to  be  introduced  by  any  one  member  at  any  one  time. 

X. — The  Committee  may  invite  to  accept  of  and  admit 
to  the  privileges  of  the  Club  as  Honorary  members,  for 
such  period  as  they  from  time  to  time  see  fit,  the  Gover- 
nor-General of  Canada  and  such  other  persons  to  whom 
they  may  unanimously  see  fit  to  extend  such  an  invita- 
tion. 

XI. — Any  member  may  introduce  friends  to  break- 
fast, luncheon  or  dinner,  at  his  own  expense,  but  no 
such  guests  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  except  into  the 
Reading  Room,  Smoking  Room  and  Drawing  Room  un- 
less accompanied  by  a  member  :  Provided  always,  that 
any  stranger  dining  or  lunching  with  a  member  may  be 
introduced  by  him  to  the  Billiard  Room  or  Card  Room, 
and  be  permitted  to  play  at  the  tables  on  the  day  he 
shall  have  dined  or  lunched  with  such  member  ,  but  no 
member  shall  introduce  any  resident  of  Ottawa  except 
to  breakfast,  luncheon,  dinner  or  supper  as  aforesaid. 
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XII. — The  privileges  under  articles  VIII.  and  IX.  shall  Limitati 
not  be  granted  to  any  member  of  any  Club  in  Canada  ^V  ,^''!^r'  ^J' 
which  does  not  extend  the  like  privileges  to  members  of  ^-'i^^"^"  '""• 
the  Rideau  Club. 

XIII. — Any  member  introducing  a  stranger  into  the 
Club  under  Articles  VIII. ,  IX.  and  XI.  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  his  conduct  while  in  the  Club,  and  for  all  regu- 
lar Club  charges  and  liabilities  incurred  by  him  to  the 
Steward  whilst  enjoying  said  privileges,  the  same  as  if 
incurred  by  the  member  himself. 

XIV. — No  person  elected  as  a  member  shall  be  per-  Members  to 
mitted  to  use  the  Club  or  vote  until  his  entrance  and  j.'iJ^j^  g^^Pj^ljp, 
annual  or  other  subscription  are  paid ;  and  any  person  oiub  or  vot^ 
so  elected  neglecting  to  pay  such  fees  for  one  month  ing. 
from  date  of  election,  his  election  shall  be  considered 
cancelled  unless  explanation  for  the  neglect  is  made  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  ;  and  no  such  person 
shall  be  again  eligible  during  the  then  current  year.     No 
Ordinary  member  in  arrear  for  his  annual  subscription 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club  or  at 
any  ballot  for  member. 

XV. — The  name  of  every  member  failing  to  pay  his  Members 
annual  subscription  on  the  first  of  March  shall  be  exhi-f'^ii^t^'^^opay 
bited  on  the  notice  board  on  the  fifteenth  of  April,  if  not  se,"ptJ,j,'s'^'" 
then  paid  ;  and  if  the  subription  be  not  paid  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  May  following  the  Secretary  shall 
report  accordingly  to  the  Committee,  who  shall  cause 
his  name  to  be  erased  from  the  list  of  members ;  but  he 
may  be  re-admitted  by  the  Committee  upon  assigning  to 
them  reasons  satisfactory  to  them  for  his  failure  of  pay- 
ment and  upon  his  paying  up  all  arrears :  Provided, 
however,  in  every  case,  the  Secretary  shall  mail  a  notice 
to  each  member  by  the  fifteenth  February  that  all  sub- 
scriptions are  due  on  the  first  March. 

XVI. — Any  Ordinary  member  who  shall  remove  his  Withdrawal 
residence  to  a  greater  distance  than  five  miles  from^JJJJJ    '^ 
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Ottawa  (all  his  subscriptions  then  due  being  paid)  may 
give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  such  removal, 
and  of  his  intention  not  to  make  use  of  the  Club  thence- 
forward ;  and  such  Ordinary  member  shall  cease  to  be 
liable  to  pay  the  yearly  subscription  so  long  as  he  shall 
continue  to  reside  at  such  distance  from  Ottawa  and 
does  not  use  the  Club,  shall  be  considered  a  Supernum- 
erary m3mber,  and  his  name  shall  be  entered  by  the 
Secretary  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  Any  such 
member  shall  be  re-admitted  to  all  his  privileges  upon

All  in- 
terest in  the  property  of  the  Club  of  members  resigning  or 
otherwise  ceasing  to  be  members  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Club.  The  Committee  msLj  in  its  discretion  re-admit 
any  member  wiio  has  resigned  upon  payment  of  one 
year's  arrears  and  the  full  current  year's  subscription, 
such  applicant  being  also  subject  to  ballot  under  Arti- 
cle II.

In  the  absence  of  the  President  a  Chairman  for  the 
(lay  will  be  first  elected,  and,  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  having  been  read,  the  question  will  be  put  by 
the  Chairman  :  •'  That  they  be  conlirmed." 

If  the  minutes  be  objected  to  bv  a  majority  of  tlie 
members  present,  the  particular  subject  objected  to  will 
be  reserved  for  consideration,  either  at  a  special  meeting 
or  at  the  next  ordinary  meeting,  as  may  be  decided  upon, 
and  If  not  objected  to  then  the  Chairman  will  atiix  his 
signature  thereto. 

After  the  disposal  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meet- 
ing all  such  matters  as  require  the  consideration  of  tlie 
Committee  will  be  brought  before  them,  discussed  and 
decided  upon. 

For  the  dispatch  of  business  the  Committee  will  from 
time  to  time  appoint  two  of  their  number  (to  be  called 
the  "House  Committee")  to  superintend  the  ordinary 
business  of  the  Club,  and  submit  a  weekly  report  of 
their  proceedings. 

A  tariff  of  meals,  wines  and  cigars,  which  shall  be 
observed  by  the  Steward,  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  exhibited  in  the  Coffee  Room  constantly. 

Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  bank  daily  all  moneys 
ot  the  Club,  and  shall  disburse  them  under  the  direction 
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of  the  Committee.  He  shall  keep  proper  accounts,  and 
at  each  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  suumit  a  state- 
ment sliowing  the  financial  position  of  the  Club,  with 
the  Bank  Book,  showing  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the 
Club.  His  books  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Committee. 

Secretary. 

He  will  have  the  general  control  and  superintendence 
of  the  establishment  under  the  Committee,  and  will 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  Committee,  note  their  resolu- 
tions, and  minute  them  in  the  book  of  their  proceedings. 

In  all  his  written  official  communications  he  will  state 
expressly  that  they  are  made  by  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Besides  his  attendance  upon  the  Committee  he  will 
conduct  the  official  correspondence  of  the  Club,  draw 
up  reports,  keep  regular  accounts  of  all  the  financial 
concerns  of  the  Club,  an  account  of  the  wine  and  other 
stores  in  the  stock  cellars  of  the  Club,  an  account  with 
the  Steward  for  wines  and  stores  delivered  for  the  con- 
sumption of  members  and  for  the  use  of  the  establish- 
ment ;  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  previous 
to  their  being  submitted  for  final  adjustment,  and  will 
pay  the  same  when  passed  by  the  Committee. 

He  will  ascertain  that  all  goods  and  provisions  deliv- 
ered are  in  strict  accordance  with  the  orders  given  and 
correctly  charged  in  the  tradesmen's  books,  and  will  sign 
such  books.

He  will  attend  to  all  communications,  receive  infor- 
mation upon  all  subjects  connected  with  the  business  of 
the  Club,  and  particularly  all  matters  relating  to  the 
members  thereof. 


He  will  place  before  the  Committee  the  receipts  for 
payments  which  have  been  authorized  by  the  Committee 
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at  its  previous  meeting,  and  lie  will  submit  to  the  Com- 
mittee a  weekly  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  Club. 

House  Steward. 

The  Steward  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Committee  and  House  Committee  for  the  time  bein^. 
He  will  constantly  reside  in  the  Club  house,  and  will 
have  the  custody  of  the  Supply  Cellar,  Plate,  Cutlery, 
Ciiina,  Glass,  Linen,  etc.  He  will  have  the  general  con- 
trol and  superintendence  of  the  servants,  and  be  respon- 
sil)le  for  their  conduct  and  cleanly  appearance,  as  well 
as  for  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  the  establishment. 

He  will  account  daily  with  the  Secretary  for  all  moneys 
received  from  the  members  for  supplies. 

Subject  to  the  Committee,  he  will  mair.e  the  estab- 
lished charges  for  all  provisions,  wines,  etc.,  and  cast  up 
and  receive  from  the  members  the  amount  of  their  bills. 


He  is  required  to  notify  members  of  any  violation  of 
the  regulations,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  House 
Committee.

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If  a  letter  for  an  absent  member  be  applied  for  by 
another  member,  who  may  wish  to  forward  it,  the  latter 
will  be  required  to  pay  the  postage  (if  any)  and  to  sign 
an  acknowledgment  of  his  having  received  the  letter,  in 
case  of  any  further  question. 

Tiie  waiters  and  all  other  servants  in  tht  establish- 
ment will  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Steward  and 
Secretary,  and  will  perform  such  duties  as  they  may 
prescribe. 

No  stranger  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Club  house 
except  on  business,  and  the  servants  are  strictly  pro- 
lubited  from  receiving  visitors  or  followers.  No  mem- 
ber shall  give  and  no  servant  shall  receive  a  gratuity  in 
the  Club  on  any  account  whatever. 

Servants  w^hile  on  duty  will  not  talk  to  each  other 
except  on  matters  connected  with  their  business,  and  no 
servant  is  permitted  to  address  an  individual  member  in 
the  house  on  matters  personal  or  relative  to  the  concerns 
of  the  Club — all  communications  of  the  latter  kind  to  be 
made  through  the  Steward  to  the  House  Committee. 

If  any  money  or  articles  supposed  to  be  the  property 
of  members  shall  be  found  by  the  servants  in  the  Club 
house,  they  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  through 
the  Steward. 

The  servants'  entrance  in  the  rear  will  ])e  un.ier  lock 
and  the  key  thereof  be  in  the  custody  of  the  House 
Steward,  and  servants  must  not  enter  or  go  out  of  the 
Club  except  by  servants'  entrance  at  the  rear  of  the 
building. 

No  large  boxes  or  articles  of  luggage  belonging  to 
members  will  be  admitted  into  the  Hall. 

Breakfast  may  be  served  from  8  until  11  o'clock  a.m., 
lunches  and  dinners  from  noon  until  8  o'clock  p.m., 
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(-•old  suppers  up  to  12  o'clock  p.m.,  and  liquors,  teas  and 
coffee  up  to  1  o'clock  a.m.,  after  which  no  orders  of  any 
kind  can  be  received  unless  specially  authorized  by  the 
House  Committee  of  tlie  week  on  timely  application  iu 
writing.  Members  not  in  the  habit  of  dining  at  the 
Club  and  desiring  so  to  do,  must  give  the  Steward  one 
liour's  intimation  thereof.  Members  will  fill  up  their 
bills  for  meals  themselves,  and  must  on  no  account 
employ  the  waiters  to  do  so. 

Articles  of  glass,  earthenware,  etc.,  which  may  be 
broken  by  the  members,  either  in  the  Coffee  Room  or 
elsewhere  in  the  house,  must  be  paid  for  by  them.
